7» Ammunition Dump 

a 0 Additions have been made to the ammunition dump* At the present (see 

Attachment A) the main effort is concentrated on the security of the dump 
and changes are under way* The old fence is being demolished and the 
material being used for new fencing* A belt* approximately 50 m« wide* 
around the old fence boundary is being cleared of trees and levelled* There 
will be 3 new feneess 

Point 14* Attachment A* is partly an extension of the Interior fencing of the

Point 15, Attachment A* is approximately 20 m* from the first fence* 

Point 16* Attachment A* is approximately three meters distant from the
